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Chicago's  dustfall  for  September  was  about  normal  for  the 
month— meaning  the  city  was  a  dirty  place  in  which  to  live. 

That  was  the  report  today  of  Maurice  Kayner,   research  analytical 
chemist  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
as  he  announced  dustfall  fugures  for  the  month. 

Average  dustfall  in  Chicago  for  September,    1953 »  ltas  47*63  "tons 
per  square  mile,  a   jump  of  more  than  13  tons  per  square  mile  over  the 
34*37  tons   in  August.      It  also  contrasted  unfavorably  with  the  dustfall 
of  September,   1952,  when  the  dustfall  average  was  35*38  tons  per  square 
mile. 

"Wind,  which  picks  up  and  distributes  dust  over  Chicago,  probably 
explained  the  difference*  Kayner  said. 

For  instance,    in  September,   1953 t   there  were  eight  days   in  which 
the  maximum  wind  velocity  exceeded  3°  miles  per  hour.      In  the  month 
preceding,   there  were  only  two,  and  in  September,   1952,   there  were  three 
days  in  which  the  wind  went  that  high. 

Armour  Research  Foundation  conducts  its  monthly  dustfall 
measurement  and  analysis  for  the  city's  Department  of  Air  Pollution 
Control.     Samples  are  taken  at  each  of  2/j.  stations  throughout  Chicago.

She  growing  campus  and  technological  center,  is  dedicating  its 
Jfith  new  building,  constructing  its  16th,  and  making  ready  to  work  oa 
the  17th  and  18th. 

The  building  to  be  dedicated  Nov.  22  is  Carman  hall,  a  9-story 
apartraent  building  at  32nd  street  and  Wabash  avenue.  Work  will  begin 
this  month  on  two  similar  buildings  in  the  sane  block.  *  $400,000 
Commons  building  is  now  under  construction  across  the  street  from  Oaraaa 
hell. 

All  this  is  part  of  IlT'a  redevelopment  project  which  began  la 
1940  on  the  7-aore  campus  of  Armour  Institute  of  Technology  after  its 
merger  with  Lewis  Institute  to  form  Illinois  flseh. 

The  redevelopment  program  calls  for  a  modem  110-aore 
technological  plant  bounded  by  35th  street,  Michigan  avenue,  30th  street, 
and  the  Hew  York  Central  railroad  right-of-way. 

•Technology  Center,8  as  the  area  is  known,  is  the  some  of  a 
»r  of  organisations  in  addition  to  Illinois  Tech. 
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Hm car  oh  foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
founded  in  1936.  has  become  tee  eeeond  largest  Independent  research 
©rganiaation  in  tee  world.     It  provides  confidential  research  and 
experimental  engineering  service  to  industry  and  government  agencies. 
It  handles  the  greater  part  of  the  combined  HT-ARF  research  Tolune 
which  was  *6o3,400  in  1?40  and  currently  is  at  a  high  of  about 
U2.662.60Q. 

The  Institute  of  Qas  Technology  was  established  at  Illinois 
Tech  in  l?4l  by  65  associate  member  companies  in  the  aanufaetured  and 
natural  gas  field*     It  is  a  non-profit  organisation  working  for  tee 
advancement  of  the  utility  gas  industry. 

The  Oentral  Research  laboratories  of  the  Association  of  American 
Railroads  cams  to  the  campus  in  19£0,  when  its  first  building  was 
completed.    A  eeeond  laboratory  was  finished  and  occupied  this  yoar. 
It  is  the  railroad  industry's  headquarters  for  research. 

The  Institute  for  Psychological  Services  at  Illinois  Tech 
pioneered  in  vocational  psychological  services  and  reading  iaproveaent. 
Its  activities  include  testing  for  industrial  placement  and  employment 
and  for  counseling  and  vocational  guidance. 

The  newest  addition  to  service  to  industry  at  Illinois  Tech  is 
the  National  Oenter  for  Education  and  Research  in  Dynamic  Equipment 
Policy,  which  was  established  earlier  this  year  by  the  school  and  the 
Aohinery  and  Allied  Products  Institute.     It  will  educate  executives, 
engineers,  and  professionals  preparing  for  employment  in  the  field  of 
equipment  and  replacement  policy. 
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Illinois  Tech  now  owns  approximately  §5  acres  of  the  proposed 
area  dedicated  to  technological  advancement.  Of  that*  about  69  acres 
have  been  cleared,  rebuilt,  or  imoroved. 

The  amount  of  usable  space  "under  roof*'  has  increased  from 
273.924  square  feet  in  1940  to  1,250,000  in  1953. 

Plans  call  for  construction  of  an  architecture  and  applied  arts 
building,  a  liberal  studies  builiing*  and  a  student  union-auditorium  as 
the  next  steps  in  the  expansion  program.

IIS  buildings,  including  a  gym  and  swimming  pool,  eight  student  donas, 
three  3-story  walk-ups  for  staff  ambers  and  Berried  students,  and  24 
row  houses  for  staff  meabers* 

rhe  campus  plan  and  most  of  its  new  buildings  are  the  work  of 
■Uidwig  Mies  van  der  Bo  he,  head  of  the  IXf  architecture  department  and 
one  of  the  best  known  of  modern  arc&iteote.  die  other  Chicago  area 
work  includes  the  twin  "glass  house*  apartment  buildings  st  8d0  Lake 
dhore  drive  and  the  controversial  Jarnaworth  home  in  Piano,  111. 

Technology  Center  has  grown  off- campus  as  well  as  on.  The 
Institute  of  Design,  located  in  the  old  Chicago  Historical  society 
building  at  632  N.  Dearborn  street,  tasrged  with  Illinois  Tech  in  1949* 

Considered  one  of  the  most  creative  schools  in  the  world,  it 
is  the  only  direct  continuation  of  the  famous  aauhaus  school  founded 
by  Walter  Qropius  in  Germany  and  closed  by  the  Nazis  ia  1933« 

The  Institute  of  Design  was  founded  in  Chicago  by  iaslo 
Aholy-Hagy  and  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  photography,  product  design  and 
Visual  design.  It  believes  there  is  no  barrier  between  the  fins  sad 
applied  arts. 
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Also  off  carapus  is  tha  River  bank  Acoustical  laboratory*  a  branch 
of  AHF,  on  the  Fox  river  near  Geneva,  111*  It  was  founded  in  1918  by 
2rof  •  oaliaee  C.  Sabine  of  Harvard  university  and  Col,  George  Kibyan  to 
probe  the  subjects  of  sound  absorption,  light  reflection,  and  fire 
itasistanoe  in  acoustical  materials.  It  came  under  the  management  and 
operation  of  Arraour  Research  foundation  in  1947* 

The  Foundation's  acoustics  physicists  also  do  work  on  the  campus 
and  are  instrumental  in  the  annual  ifoise  Abatement  Symposium  which  was 
held  recently  in  Chicago, 

Sound  research  also  is  done  by  the  farmly  Foundation  for  Auditory 
Research  at  I-ET.  Its  campus  laboratory  includes  a  chamber  so  perfectly 
soundproofed  that  one  can  hear  a  heart  beat,

The  dairy  industry  faces  a  formidable   competitor   in  the  chemical 
industry,   Milton  E.   Parker,  director  of  the  food  engineering  department 
at   Illinois   Institute  of  Technology,   Chicago,   warns   in  a  magazine  article 
published  this  week, 

V/riting  in  the  November   issue  of  Technology  Review,   Frof.   Parker 
pointed  out   that  nany  important   low-cost  foods  can  be  converted  to 
high-quality  protein  sources   through  the  addition  of  amino  acids. 

He  said  the  four  amino  acids  most  needed  for  improvement  of 
human  dietaries  are   lysine,  methionine,    threonine,   and  tryptophane. 

"In  areas  where  bread  and  other  foods  derived  from  wheat  are 
important  staples,   substantial  over-all  improvement   in  protein  nutrition 
possibly  can  be  realized  by  fortification  with  lysine  alone,"  he  stated. 

The  prediction  was  given  added  importance  recently  when  DuPcnt 
announced  that   its  patent  rights  on  the  use  of  lysine  have  been  registered 
as  a  free  license  for  use  by  any  interested  firm  on  a  royalty- free  basis. 

DuPont  already  has  perfected  a  process  for  synthesizing  lysine 
and   is  making  experimental  quantities  available  to  millers  and  food 
manufacturers   for   evaluation.

Combinations  of  the  four  amino  acids   can  be  effectively  utilized 
to  enhance  the   protein  nutritional  quality  of  other  dietaries..   Prof.   Parker 
explained,   such  as  those  based  on  rice,   potatoes,   and  legumes* 

"In  many  instances   it   is  not  at  all  unrealistic  to  predict  that 
the  effective  supply  of  dietary  protein  can  be   increased  markedly  through 
mere  amino  acid  supplementation,    provided  the  basic  economic  problems 
of   combining  or  adding  these  four  amino  acids  can  be  solved,"  he  asserted. 

The  dairy  industry's  future  as  a  technological  leader  among  food 
industries — and  its  own  industrial  pre-eminence  and  survival--may  reside 
in  the  outcome  of  the  battle  of  high-quality  proteins,   Prof.   Parker 
emphasized.

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Great  Britain  is  five  years  ahead  of  the  United  States  in  jet 
engine  development  according  to  Dr.  Owen  A,  Saunders,  visiting  British 
jet  scientist. 

Dr.  Saunders,  who  appeared  as  a  guest  lecturer  at  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology  on  Nov.  12  and  13,  also  predicted  in  an  interview 
that  jets  will  be  flying  at  speeds  twice  that  of  sound  in  10  years. 

Dr.  Saunders  attributed  his  country's  top  position  in  jet  engines 
to  being  the  first  among  the  World  War  II  Allies  to  develop  a  jet  engine* 

Germany  flew  a  jet  before  Great  Britain  did,  he  explained,  but 
she  was  in  no  position  to  follow  up  that  lead*  The  British  have  worked 
continuously  in  the  field  since  1943*  while  the  U.S.  effort  is  of  more 
recent  date,  he  added. 

The  British  lead  in  jet  engines  consists  of  having  better 
compressors,  which  result  in  more  efficient  engines,  and  better-  over-all 
designs,  Dr.  Saunders  asserted. 

He  also  pointed  out  that  the  jet  development  has  been  a  result 
of  a  "mixture  of  competition  and  collaboration"  among  British  firms 
conducting  jet  research. 
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Dr.  Saunders  is  a  member  of  the  air  gas  turbine  collaboration 
committee  for  England's  British  Aero  Engine  firms.  This  group,  composed 
of  representatives  of  the  British  firms,  meets  four  times  a  year  to 
compare  jet  research. 

"There  are  a  great  many  seorets,  and  things  are  undoubtedly  held 
back,  but  the  group  provides  a  method  of  procurement  not  used  in  the 
United  States,"  he  explained. 

Dr.  Saunders  contended  the  jet's  future  lies  mainly  in  the 
military  area,  "where  the  speed  is  worth  what  it  takes." 

The  jet  for  commercial  aviation  will  have  a  "very  special  future," 
he  said.   "Every  airline  will  have  to  have  a  jet  service.. .for  prestige 
and  advertisement  purposes.  Jets  will  be  used  for  deluxe  flights." 

"Jet  engines,"  he  claimed,  "will  be  with  us  for  a  long  time  in 
a  form  similar  to  those  of  today.  I  don't  think  jets  will  establish  a 
very  big  hole  in  the  civil  aviation  field.  The  propeller- turbine  models 
will  do  that." 

Ho  speculated  that  military  aircraft  pilots  will  be  around  .  .r 
at  least  one  more  generation,  but  after  that  their  need  will  cease. 
He  saw  a  continuous  need  for  pilots  in  civil  aviation,  where  emphasis 
is  on  safety  and  reliability. 

Dr.  Saunders,  who  also  is  a  member  of  his  government's  Aeronautical 
Research  Council,,  is  professor  of  mechanical  engineering  at  the  Imperial 
College  of  Soience  and  Technology,  University  of  London.  His  visit  to 
LIT,  during  which  he  presented  two  lectures  in  the  field  of  heat  transfer, 
was  sponsored  by  the  school *s  mechanical  engineering  department.

Technical  research  has  established  itself  as  an  integral  part 
of  the  American  industrial  picture,  trade  association  executives  were 
told  today  (Nov.  17 )  at  a  conference  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago, 

It  no  longer  is  a  choice  between  using  research  and  not  using 
research,  but  a  case  of  which  research  opportunities  to  pursue,  according 
to  T.  E.  Veltfort,  manager  of  the  Copper  and  Brass  Research  association. 

The  Foundation  and  the  Trade  Association  Executives  Forum  of 
Chicago  co-sponsored  the  meeting,  designed  to  show  how  research  has 
become  available  to  trade  associations  in  all  budget  classifications. 

Veltfort  said  practical  businessmen  are  more  easily  convinced 
of  the  need  for  research  if  research  is  directed  at  a  definite  rather 
than  a  general  problem. 

"Most  desireable  in  the  intelligent  selection  of  research 
projects  by  trade  associations,11  he  said,  "is  the  formation  of  a  well 
qualified  technical  committee  made  up  of  outstanding  technical  experts 
from  the  member  industries.11

"The  committee  should  consider  all  technical  problems  referred 
to  the  association  other  than  routine  problems  the  association  could 
handle  itself,"  he  said. 

He  concluded  that  research  for  the  sake  of  research  never  can 
be  generally  accepted  by  industry,  but  that  research  must  arise  of  a 
definite  need  in  the  industry.

CLEVELAND,  Ohio  —  Science  and  engineering  must  be  integrated 
into  the  operation  of  industries  at  the  very  highest  levels,  a  Chicago 
industrial  research  administrator  told  a  group  of  Cleveland  scientists 
and  industrialists  here  this  evening. 

"Scientists  have  far  more  to  contribute  to  industry  than  the 
performance  of  their  functional  duties,"  Dr.  Maurice  J.  Day  told  a 
meeting  of  the  Cleveland  Spectrographs  Society.  Dr.  Day  is  assistant 
director  for  program  development  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

The  reason  technically  trained  men  are  so  essential  in 
industrial  management,  Dr.  Day  said,  is  that  modern  industry  depends 
increasingly  on  technology,  mass  production,  and  mass  distribution. 

"Because  of  the  scientist  *s  success  in  understanding  these 
complex  techniques, "  he  aaid,  "he  is  in  a  very  good  position  to  help 
manage  them. "

"The  scientist  approaches  management  as  an  applied  science 
rather  than  as  a  speculation  in  money  or  resources.  Therefore,  it  is 
not  surprising  that  he  has  much  to  contribute  to  management « " 

To  bring  about  more  integration  of  scientific  personnel  into 
management,  Dr.  Day  stated,  scientists  must  train  themselves  to  know 
business  as  well  as  technology  and  must  be  willing  to  trouble  their 
minds  with  the  problems  of  their  industries. 

Equally  important,  he  said,  present  management  must  recognize 
the  value  of  these  technically  trained  men  and  make  full  use  of  them 
as  part  of  the  management  team.

At  3  p.m.  Friday,  Nov.  20,  two  apartments  will  be  available 
with  tenants '  furnishings  for  members  of  the  architectural  press  who 
wish  to  take  pictures  of  the  interior  and  exterior  of  the  building. 

The  structure  was  designed  by  Ludwig  Mies  van  der  Rohe,  director 
of  the  department  of  architecture,  who  has  designed  most  of  the  new 
buildings  on  the  rapidly  growing  IIT  campus. 
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A  new  source  of  energy  may  lie  in  the  particles  of  a  smashed 
atom,  according  to  Dr.  William  E.  Bennett,  professor  of  physics  at 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago. 

The  possibility  was  suggested  today  (Nov.  18)  by  Dr.  Bennett, 
who  gave  the  second  address  in  a  series  of  eight  monthly  lectures  being 
offered  at  IIT  for  high  school  science  teachers. 

Dr.  Bennett  explained  that  less  than  one-tenth  of  1  per  cent 
of  an  atom's  mass  is  converted  into  atomic  energy  in  an  uranium  explosion. 
To  make  use  of  the  rest,  he  said  it  would  be  necessary  to  find  a  method 
of  breaking  down  the  nuclear  particles. 

To  do  this,  machines  of  very  high  voltage  must  be  used  to  learn 
more  about  the  properties  of  these  particles,  Dr.  Bennett  asserted. 

Speculating  that  this  may  be  another  solution  to  the  problem  of 
finding  a  new  source  of  energy,  he  stressed  that  all  possibilities  should 
be  investigated. 

Scientists  have  predicted  that  sources  of  coal  and  oil  will  be 
depleted  in  about  a  century  and  sources  of  uranium  in  about  two  centuries. 
Some  scientists  see  a  new  source  of   energy  in  the  harnessing  of  the  sun's 
energy.

"Perhaps  in  a  few  hundred  years1  time,  it  may  be  possible  to 
answer  the  question  of  whether  nuclear  fuels  can  be  completely  burned 
in  some  type  of  reaction  very  different  from  the  one  we  know  today, * 
Dr.   Bennett  stated. 

Discussing   "Nuclear  Bombardment, "  Dr.  Bennett  said  atom-smashing 
machines  first  were  used  in  nuclear  experiments  in  1932*     Hie  displayed 
a  model  of  the  Van  de  Graaff  machine,   the  commonest  type  of  atom-smashing 
machine* 

This  machine  is  the  most-used  type,   he  explained,  because  it 
requires  the  least  expenditure  of  time  and  money  to  operate,   it  has  a 
precisely  defined  voltage,  and  the  voltage  can  be  varied  with  comparative 
ease*

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Willem  Dudok,  the  Dutch  architect  and  town  planner  who  favors 
"satellite  towns"  and  challenges  functional  building  design,  will  speak 
at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago,  Nov.  24. 

Dudok,  on  a  nationwide  tour  of  leading  architectural  schools, 
will  give  a  lecture  before  Chicago  area  architecture  students  and 
professionals  at  8  p.m.  in  the  Student  Union  auditorium  on  the  Illinois 
Tech  campus,  33r&   an<i  Federal  streets. 

The  address  is  sponsored  by  the  American  Institute  of  Architects 
and  is  open  to  the  public. 

A  pioneer  in  the  modern  architectural  movement  in  Holland,  Dudok 
believes  in  limiting  the  expansion  of  towns  over  the  countryside  by 
establishing  decentralized  areas. 

Recently  he  said,  "In  our  time,  with  its  alarming  increase  of 
population  spreading  chaotically  over  the  whole  country,  things  cannot 
be  left  any  longer  to  chance.  It  is  high  time  for  us  town  planners  to 
think  not  only  of  the  expansion  of  towns  but  also  of  their  restriction." 

This  restriction,  he  said,  should  come  by  surrounding  towns  or 
quarters  of  cities  with  parks  and  landscaped  areas  on  which  building 
would  be  prohibited.

The  satellite  towns  would  be  started  in  an  orderly  manner, 
rather  than  allowing  a  rapidly  growing  city  to  expand  in  all  directions, 
he  said. 

Dudok  is  in  sharp  disagreement  with  advocates  of  extreme 
functional  architecture. 

"Why  only  visible  construction  should  be  considered  as  honest 
work  has  never  become  clear  to  me,"  he  commented. 

"Along  the  heath,  behind  my  house,  runs  an  electric  railway  with 
excellent  and  honestly  constructed  portal  frames  of  reinforced  concrete, 
and  how  ugly  it  is,  and  how  it  disfigures  the  beautiful  landscape i fl 

Dudok  said  he  believes  a  building  only  becomes  art  when  its 
design  is  amplified  by  beautiful  and  harmonious  proportions,  "which 
ingeniously  express  the  purpose  and  especially  the  cultural  significance 
of  the  building. " 

The  Dutch  architect's  buildings  appear  in  many  communities  of 
Holland,  including  the  Hague,  Rotterdam,  and  Amsterdam.  He  has  been 
instrumental  in  the  town  plan  and  public  building  designs  of  Hilversum, 
Holland,  where  he  has  lived  since  World  War  I. 

His  architectural  work  also  appears  in  Paris,  Calcutta,  India, 
and  the  Dutch  West  Indies.

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The  first  commercial  office  dictating  machine  employing 
magnetic  recording  on  an  endless  belt  has  been  developed  by  Peirce 
Dictation  Systems  and  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology,  both  of  Chicago. 

The  machine  is  described  as  "revolutionary"  by  Charles  Peirce, 
president  of  the  firm,  and  John  P.  Skinner,  manager  of  magnetic  recording 
at  the  Foundation. 

"It  is  the  first  endless-belt  magnetic  recording  device  designed 
specifically  for  the  office  dictation  field,"  okinner  said.   "Because  of 
the  inherent  advantages  of  magnetic  recording  over  other  types  of 
recording,  this  nachine  probably  will  change  the  dictation-machine  market." 

The  new  endless-belt  machine  stems  from  research  at  the 
Foundation  and  Peirce  development  during  the  last  three  years.  Peirce 
is  licensed  to  use  Armour  Research  Foundation  magnetic  recording  patents. 

Peirce  said  it  once  was  considered  impossible  to  produce  a 
dictation  machine  based  on  the  magnetic  recording  principle  that  would 
still  be  light,  compact  and  simple  to  use.   However,  he  added,  scientific 
research  overcame  the  problems  and  resulted  in  the  present  machine. 
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The  machine  uses  neither  wire  nor  tape  but  an  endless  belt  that 
can  be  used  over  and  over.  Peirce  said  the  recording  is  done  magnetically, 
thus  eliminating  surface  noises  that  result  from  the  stylus  used  in  other 
transcribing  systems.  The  belt  holds  15  minutes  of  speech  and  can  be 
mailed  or  filed  flat. 

"The  ma chine  is  one  more  example  of  a  new  product  made  possible 
by  cooperation  between  industry  and  scientific  research,"  Skinner  explained. 
"Our  part  in  this  development  is  typical  of  the  way  we  help  industries 
solve  their  complex  technical  problems. " 

The  story  began  in  1940*  when  Marvin  Camras,  then  a  young 
electrical  engineering  graduate  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
got  the  basic  ideas  for  successful  magnetic  recording.  He  took  his  ideas 
to  the  Foundation,  a  not-for-profit  arm  of  Illinois  Tech  organized  to 
provide  research  and  development  services  for  business  and  industry. 

The  Foundation  put  Camras  on  its  payroll  and  encouraged  him  to 
work  out  his  ideas.  He  did  this  so  successfully  that  the  Foundation 
soon  had  a  number  of  patents  for  commercially  practical  magnetic 
recording  methods. 

By  making  these  patents  available  under  licensing  arrangements, 
the  Foundation  launched  an  industry  that  now  includes  many  manufacturers 
and  grossed  some  $60,000,000  in  1953. 

Royalty  income  received  from  licensees  is  put  to  work  in  new 
magnetic  recording  research  at  the  Foundation.  Resulting  discoveries 
are  made  available  exclusively  to  licensees. 
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"In  addition  to  providing  licensees  with  new  technical 
information, ■  Skinner  said,  "we  help  them  solve  their  own  particular 
problems  and  develop  marketable  applications  in  the  field  of  magnetic 
recording.  Many  of  the  recording  products  used  today  by  the  radio 
industry,  the  motion  picture  industry,  home  and  commercial  entertainment, 
and  special  instrumentation  are  the  direct  result  of  Armour's  work."

Coach  Ed  Glancy  may  start  a  lineup  averaging  about  6-5  when 
his  Illinois  Tech  cagers  open  their  1953-^!  season  Tuesday,  Dec.  1, 
against  Knox  college  at  the  Galesburg  school's  gymnasium. 

Starting  at  center  will  be  Co-Captain  Joe  Byerwalter,  6-6 
senior  who  set  an  IIT  scoring  record  last  season,  chalking  up  h3h 
points  in  20  games. 

Glancy  plans  to  start  with  Dick  Paulsen,  6-6  freshman,  and 
Ed  Thullen,  6-6  sophomore,  at  the  forward  positions. 

The  guard  oositions  are  uncertain.     Two  veterans,  Co-Captain 
Carl  Grant,  6-1  senior  who  has  been  in  bed  with  a  virus  infection, 
and  Bob  lloran,  5-£  sophomore  who  has  missed  practice  the  past  two 
weeks  due  to  an  ankle  injury  j  may  not  be  ready. 

If  Grant  and  Moran  are  unable  to  start,  Glancy  plans  to  go 
with  Bill  Christiansen,   6-1  .junior,   and  John  Kearney,  6-U  junior. 
If  the  latter  two  start,  the   line  up  will  average  about  6-5. 

The  possibility  of  Grant's  absence  has  Glancy  worried 
because  the  hard-driving  guard,  a  fine  ball  handler,  was.  Illinois 
Tech's  third    highest  scorer  last  year  with  215  points* 
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Glancey  said  his  "tall"   lineup  may  look  better  on  paper  than 
it  will  on  the  playing  floor.     The  team  will  feature  height  but  lacks 
experience.     It  will  include   one  senior,  two  juniors,   a  sophomore  and 
a  freshman. 

The  game  with  Knox  will  open  the  Techawks'    20-game   schedule 
for  1953-5>h»     The  team  will  be  out  to  improve  on  last  yearns  13-7 
record,  which  included  an  86-76  loss  to  Knox.     Illinois  Tech's 
second  game  will  be  Saturdajr  Dec.  5,  when  the  team  travels  to 
Rensselaer,  Ind.,  to  face  the  St.  Joseph's  college  quintet. 
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"American  cities,  more  than  anything  else,  lack  organic 
town  planning, "  Jillem  Dudok,  noted  Dutch  architect  and  town  planner, 
said  in  Chicago  last  night  (Nov.  24). 

Dudok  spoke  to  Chicago  area  architecture  students  and 
professionals  at  the  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  in  an  address 
sponsored  by  the  American  Institute  of  Architects.  He  is  making  a 
two-month  nationwide  tour  of  leading  architecture  schools. 

"If  America  could  come  to  recognize  the  need  fcr  town  planning 
on  a  large  scale  expressing  a  clear  form,  it  would  be  a  country  of 
unlimited  architectural  possibilities,"  he  said, 

A  pioneer  in  the  modern  architectural  movement  in  Holland, 
Dudok  believes  in  limiting  the  expansion  of  towns  over  the  countryside 
by  establishing  decentralized  areas. 

"In  our  time,  with  its  alarming  increase  of  population  spreading 
chaotically  over  the  whole  country,  things  cannot  be  left  any  longer 
to  chance,"  he  declared.   "It  is  high  time  for  us  town  planners  to 
tnink  not  only  of  the  expansion  of  towns  but  also  of  their  restriction. " 

This  restriction,  he  said,  should  come  by  surrounding  towns  or 
sections  of  cities  with  parka  and  landscaped  areas  on  which  building 
would  be  prohibited. 
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Dudok  is  in  sharp  disagreement  with  advocates  of  extreme 
functional  architecture.   "Why  only  visible  construction  should  be 
considered  as  honest  work  has  never  become  clear  to  me,"  he  commented. 

"Architecture  is  simply  a  game  of  space.  VJe  must  play  that 
game  in  our  own  way  expressing  the  time  in  which  we  live." 

American  cities,  he  added,  are  quite  daring  in  architecture 
and  engineering,  but  because  of  the  lack  of  organic  town  planning,  the 
visitor  is  left  with  arbitrary  impressions. 

As  part  of  his  speech,  Dudok  showed  a  series  of  slides  of  his 
work  from  1919  to  the  present. 

The  Dutch  architect 's  buildings  appear  in  many  communities  of 
Holland,  including  the  Hague,  Rotterdam,  and  Amsterdam.  He  has  been 
instrumental  in  the  town  plan  and  public  building  designs  of  Hilversum, 
Holland,  where  he  has  lived  since  World  War  I. 

His  work  also  appears  in  Paris,  Calcutta,  India  and  Dutch  West 
Indies. 
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The  nation's   largest  processing  business  the  food 

industry  could  use  thousands  of  engineers  with  special 

training  in  the  field,  but  few  persons  know  the  jobs  even  exist. 

The  information  comes   from  Curtis  E,  Maier,  general 
chairman  of  the  Food  Engineering  Council  of  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technologjr,  Chicago,     The  council  is  composed  of  Midwestern 
technical  leaders  of  national  food  industries. 

To  help  solve  the  shortage,  Maier  said  the  council 
plans  an  extensive  drive  to  recruit  students  for  the  IIT  food 
engineering  curriculum,  which  was  created  five  years  ago, 

Maier,  who  is  general  manager  of  research  for  Continental 
Can  company,  said  there  is  a  great  shortage  of  men  trained  in 
the  engineering  aspects  of  food  production. 

The  food  engineering  needs   of  the  nation's  lj0,000  food 
processing  establishments  now  are  being  met  by  hiring  chemical, 
mechanical,  and  other  types  of  engineers,  -who  are  being  trained 
on  the  job,  Maier  pointed  out. 

"Thirty  years  ago,"  he  said,  "there  was  no  chemical 

engineering  profession.     Now  it's  a  major  field.     Food  engineering 

is  undergoing  the  same  development, 
11/27/53  (more) 
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"rTinety  per  cent  of  all  the  food  consumed  in  the  United 
States  is  commercially  -prepared  in  one  form  or  another." 

He  said  the  council  at  Illinois  Tech  is  trying  to  familiarize 
potential  engineering  students  with  the  needs  of  the  industry  in 
production,  preparation,  processing,  handling  and  distribution  of 
foods.  "Food  engineers  are  not  chefs  or  bakers,"  he  ad^ed. 

The  food  engineering  department  at  Illinois  Tech  offers 
the  only  degree-granting  program  of  its  kind  in  the  country. 

Plans  were  outlined  to  promote  the  field  in  commissaries 
at  separation  centers  as  well  as  by  direct  contact  with  high  school 
students,  science  teachers,  and  counselors. 

The  council  also  plans  to  urge  cooperating  firms  to  set  up 
summer  work  programs  to  acquaint  students  with  operations  in  the 
food  industry  and  among  its  suppliers. 
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The  author  of  the  Jordan  Valley  Authority  plan  will 
address  civil  engineering  students  at  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology  on  Monday,  Nov.  30. 

Dr.  Walter  C,  Lowdermilk,  recently  appointed  head  of  the 
department  of  agriculture  at  the  Israel  Institute  of  Technology, 
Haifa,  will  speak  on  soil  erosion  and  other  agricultural  problems. 

Re  will  address  members  of  the  Illinois  Tech  student 
chapter  of  the  American  Society  of  Civil  Engineers  and  Chi

Dr,  Lowdermilk  has  been  in  Israel  for  the  last  two  j/ears 
following  Ms  retirement  as  assistant  chief  of  the  soil  conversation 
service  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.

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Dustfall  in  Chicago  during  October  readied  a  record  low  for  the 
month— largely  due  to  the  unusually  mild  weather,  according  to  scientists 
at  Armour  Research  foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
Chicago, 

Average  dustfall  for  the  month  was  3'3.09  tons  per  square  mile, 
the  lightest  recorded  in  October  since  the  Foundation  started  making 
measurements  in  19h&» 

The  figure  was  far  below   the  53»35  average  October  dustfall  for  the 
seven  preceding  years,  according  to  Maurice  Kayner,  research  analytical 
chemist. 

"As  a  rule,"  Kayner  said,  "mild  weather  means  lower  dustfall 
because  fewer  heating  fires  are  needed.     The  figure  usually  rises  when 
cold  weather  strikes." 

Kayner  said  Chicago  appears  to  be  holding  its  own  in  the  battle 
against  air  pollution.     Total  average  dustfall  for  the  first  10  months  of 
1953  was  5U2.55,  practically  the  same  as  the  5U1.03  total  for  the  first 
10  months  of  1952. 

As  a  public  service,  Armour  Eesearch  Foundation  scientists  measure 

and  analyze  dust  from  2h  sampling  stations  throughout  Chicago  for  the 

city's  Department  of  Air  Pollution  Control.

The  most  important  sources  of  grievance  when  an  employee  quits  his 
job  are  the  pay  and  his  supervisor. 

This  was  revealed  in  a  survey  reported  in  the  current  issue  of 
the  Journal  of  Applied  Psychology  by  Tilliard  A.  Kerr,  associate 
professor  of  psychology,  and  Frank  J0  Smith,  graduate  student,  both  of 
Illinois  of  Technology,  Chicago. 

The  survey  was  based  on  the  results  of  questionaires  received 
from  "exit  interviewers"  at  1*8  companies  throughout  the  nation  which 
report  5,075  quitting  cases  yearly.' • 

"Exit  interviewers"  are  assigned  to  talk  to  quitting  employees, 
who,  according  to  Kerr  and  Smith,  are  in  a  mood  to  express  their  feelings 
and  speak  frankly  about  .job  difficulties. 

The  survey  returns  indicated  that  almost  two  out  of  every  five 
reasons  for  quitting  involved  pay.  Next  in  frequency  were  transportation, 
orcmotion,  working  conditions,  poor  health,  and  job  security. 

The  Illinois  Tech  researchers  also  found  that  the  lack  of  "ability 
of  the  supervisor"  appeared  in  four  out  of  five  patterns  which  were 
characteristic  of  why  employees  quit  their  jobs.  This  was  probably  the 
most  important  outcome  of  the  analysis,  they  said. 
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Kerr  survey— page  2 

One  of  the  quitting  patterns  included  the  supervisory  ability 
along  with  transportation  grievances  and  lack  of  "confidence  in  management," 

Smith  and  Kerr  cited  an  example  of  how  this  might  occur:  "It 
appears  probable, "  they  said,  "that  employees  living  far  away  from  the 
plant  have  more  'transportation  difficulties  and,  therefore,  are  tardy  or 
absent  more  frequently  than  other  personnel, 

"The  supervisor  (of  this  pattern)  categorizes  mentally  and  orients 
to  these  employees  as  being  of  the  'less  dependable,  tardy,  absentee  type.' 
Gradually  the  distant-living  employee  perceives  this  apparent  untrusting 
attitude  in  the  supervisor,  and  he  develops  a  reciprocal  lack  of  confidence 
in  the  management, 

"Eventually,  according  to  this  plausible  interpretation,  he  ends 
up  in  the  exit  interview  complaining  about  transportation,  the  ability 
of  the  supervisor,  aid  lack  of  confidence  in  management." 

As  part  of  the  research,  the  Illinois  Tech  psychologists  compared 
results  reported  by  the  exit  interviewers  with  interviews  of  employees 
still  on  the  job.  The  latter  were  asked  to  state  their  main  complaints. 
Here  again  Kerr  and  Smith,  reported,  pay  was  the  big  grievance,  with 
working  conditions  also  ranking  high.

Recent  developments  in  the  theater  in  Chicago,  New  York,  and

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"An  amazing  amount  of  ingenuity"  in  integrating  diverse  tools  and 
equipment  fromseveral  foreign  countries  has  led  to  an  efficient  and 
economical  production  basis  in  Uruguay. 

This  comment  on  Uruguayan  industry  was  made  today  by  Thomas  P9 
Collier,  manager  of  the  International  department  at  Armour  Research 
Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago, 

Collier  recently  returned  from  a  preliminary  technological  audit  of 
Uruguay  and  vri.ll  leave  Friday,  Dec,  I4,  for  an  industrial  study  of  Hawaii, 
The  International  department  will  reveal  its  recommendations  on  Uruguay  in 
a  final  report  to  be. released  within  60  days. 

Collier  declared  that  an  example  of  Uruguayan  ingenuity  may  be 
found  in  the  modern  textile  plants,  "They  are  utilizing  equipment 
purchased  from  Italy,  Switzerland,  France,  Germany,  and  the  United  States 
in  a  smooth  running  operation,"  he  explained. 

The  average  Uruguayan  industrialist,  Collier  stated,  is  a  keen 
businessman.  He  frequently  shops  around  in  the  world  markets  to  determine 
which  country  is  producing  the  best  equipment  at  the  best  price  that  will 
suit  his  particular  market  requirements,  Collier  said.

Wool  exports,  Collier  reported,  are  the  principle  source  of 
foreign  exchange  for  Uruguay.  He  said  Uruguayans  are  rapidly  improving 
their  techniques  in  spinning  and  dyeing  wool  cloth,  and  they  eventually 
expect  to  displace  the  imported  British  woolens  which  have  long  been  a 
favorite  in  the  Uruguayan  market. 

The  leading  Uruguayan  citizens  frequently  expressed  their  concern 
over  the  United  States  government's  tendency  to  apply  a  special  high 
tariff  on  Uruguayan  wool,  Collier  said.  But  one  is  immediately 
impressed  with  the  friendliness  exhibited  at  all  places  to  the  United 
States,  he  stated. 

Accompanying  Collier  on  the  Uruguayan  mission  were  L.  C,  Kinney 
assistant  manager  of  the  Foundation's  chemistry  and  chemical  engineering 
research  department,  and  I,  D.  Canton,  chief  of  Latin  American  operations 
for  the  International  department. 

Collier  will  head  a  mission  to  Hawaii  which  may  result  in  a  more 
diversified  economy  for  that  territory.  The  mission  will  study  the 
possibilities  of  conducting  a  technological  audit  of  Hawaii. 

The  exploratory  work  will  be  conducted  under  a  grant  from  the 
Industrial  Research  Advisory  Council  of  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  to  the 
Armour  Research  Foundation. 

Collier  will  be  accompanied  by  Maurice  J.  Day,  assistant  director 
for  program  development  at  ARF,  and  Paul  B»  ¥,  Gollong,  chief,  Asia  and 
Far  East  operations,  International  department. 

They  will  arrive  in  Hawaii  on  Friday,  Dec.  h,  and  remain  there  for 
two  weeks.  They  will  interview  industrialists,  agricultural  leaders, 
local  associations,  educators,  government  officials,  and  others  interested 
in  broadening  the  economic  base  of  Hawaii.

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Spectacular  production  increases  have  been  achieved  by  the 
foundries  of  India  in  the  last  two  years  through  the  work  of  a 
Chicago  research  and  development  organization. 

A  foundry  expert  from  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology  recently  returned  to  the  United  States  after 
a  20-month  assignment  in  India.  He  is  John  F«  Schnurj  technologist 
for  the  Foundation's  International  department,  who  traveled  throughout 
that  country  demonstrating  modern  foundry  techniques. 

By  adopting  these  modern  practices 3   Indian  foundries  were 
able  to  increase  their  production  as  much  as  IjOO  per  cent  at  no 
additional  expense  in  new  equipment. 

Schnur  visited  and  worked  in  about  30  different  foundries — 
from  the  largest  to  the  smallest— throughout  India.  He  spent  from  one 
week  to  two  months  at  each  plant. 

The  ARF  technologist  estimated  he  traveled  lj.0,000  miles  in 
India»  Some  of  these  miles  were  by  elephant-back,  when  he  went  into 
the  hills  looking  for  molding  sand. 
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Lack  of  a  good,  natural  bonded  sand  was  one  of  the  problems 
which  hindered  India's  foundries,  Schnur  said.  Available  sands  had  to 
be  mixed  in  different  proportions  in  each  locality.  The  country  hopes 
eventually  to  establish  sand  conditioning  plants  to  overcome  this 
problem,  he  said0 

In  addition  to  recommending  the  best  possible  sand  mixture 
for  each  plant j  Schnur' s  work  was  in  two  major  areas:  helping  the  foundries 
improve  their  pattern-making  and  teaching  them  modern  molding  methods, 

Schnur 's  assignment  in  India  was  one  phase  of  several  Far  East 
and  Asian  projects  being  conducted  by  ARF's  International  department  as 
part  of  the  U.  S.  Point  IV  program. 

He  will  return  to  India  in  February,  1$$hs   to  begin  a  new  phase  of 
the  work.  His  task  then  will  be  to  establish  a  training  center  for 
foundrymen  at  the  Indian  Institute  of  Technology  in  Kharagpur,  about 
75  miles  from  Calcutta, 

Schnur  said  he  looks  forward  to  his  new  assignment  because  he 
believes  it  will  be  more  beneficial  in  the  long  run  than  spot  assistance 
to  individual  companies.  It  will  strike  at  the  root  of  India's  industrial 
development  problem — lack  of  the  skilled  engineers  and  technicians  who 
are  essential  to  a  country  expanding  its  economy. 
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Complicated  optical  design  problems  that  arise  in  industry  are 
now  being  solved  by  scientists  working  with  electronic  computing  equipment 
at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago, 

A  new  ray-tracing  service  makes  use  of  the  uncanny  "thinking 
machines"  to  trace  light  rays  through  optical  systems .  The  resulting 
information  is  used  by  optical  designers  to  determine  what  happens  in 
a  lens  system  or  what  will  happen  in  a  system  being  planned. 

Tracing  rays  through  lenses  is  a  complicated  operation,  according 
to  Howard  T#  Betz,  supervisor  of  the  Foundation's  light  and  optics  section,, 
The  more  lens  surfaces  there  are  in  the  system,  he  said,  the  more  complicated 
it  becomes, 

"Ray  tracing  involves  a  lot  of  time  and  effort  when  performed  by 
conventional  methods,"  Betz  said,  "Vie  believe  we  have  made  a  real 
contribution  in  this  field  by  reducing  ray-trace  problems  to  a  form  that 
can  be  handled  by  one  of  our  Computer  Center's  electronic  calculators. 
We  feed  problems  into  the  machine  and  it  gives  us  the  answers  much  faster 
than  they  could  be  produced  by  a  human  worker," 
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A  geometrician  turns  salesman  for  his  field  in  a  booklet 
entitled,  "You  Will  Like  Geometry*"

Institute  of  Technology,  today  announced  the  second  printing  of 
his  Damphlet,  which  is  used  as  a  guide  to  the  Illinois  Tech  geometry 
exhibit  at  the  Museum  of  Science  and  Industry,  Chicago, 

The  booklet  received  favorable  reviews  in  the  United  States 
and  England  when  it  first  was  published  in  January,  1952. 

In  the  introduction  to  "You  Will  Like  Geometry,"  Dr.  Mengcr 
writes," 'Impossible, '  you  say,  'Geometry  is  a  bore.  It  has  been 
dead  and  petrified  for  centuries.' 

"But  you  are  wrong.  Geometry  is  amazing  and  ingenious  and 
beautiful  and  profound;  and  most  important,  it  is  alive  and  growing. 

"Just  follow  the  growth  of  the  geometric  world  of  plane 
figures  through  the  ages." 

Following  this  invitiation,  Dr.  Monger  uses  simple  drawings 
and  language  in  presenting  the  world  of  geometry  in  practice  and 
theory. 
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Wilfred  Sykes,  Chicago  industrialist  and  civic  leader  who  has 
been  a  leader  in  the  development  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
will  be  honored  for  his  work  on  Monday  night,  Dec,  lh« 

Sykes,  a  member  of  the  IIT  board  of  trustees,  will  be  feted  by 
fellow     trustees  at  the  Chicago  club  at  a  testimonial  and  farewell  dinner. 

The  former  president  of  Inland  Steel  company  was  a  leader  in  the 
initial  fund-raising  effort  for  the  school's  Hear  South  Side  campus  in 
which  more  than  "'1,500,000  were  contributed. 

Sykes  is  to  move  to  California  soon  and  will  be  unable  to  take 
as  active  a  part  in  the  board's  affairs. 

Since  his  election  to  the  board  in  19l±0,  the  year  in  which  Lewis 
Institute  was  merged  with  Armour  Institute  of  Technology  to  form  IIT,  the 
school  has  constructed  16  new  buildings  and  acquired  approximately  85  acres 
for  the  modern  camous,  known  as  Technology  Center, 

The  first  IIT  board  planned  the  development  of  Illinois  Tech  and 
chose  the  Armour  Institute  site  at  3300  Federal  street  as  the  starting  point 
of  Technology  Center. 
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In  an  invitation  letter  to  trustees,  James  D,  Cunningham, 
chairman  of  the  board,  described  Sykes  as  one  of  the  most  active 
leaders  in  the  large  building  program  at  Illinois  Tech, 

"He  furnished  vision  and  determination  when  development  of  the 
Institute  as  a  nationally  known  center  for  technological  education  and 
research  was  being  planned,"  Cunningham  said.  He  was  chairman  of  the 
fund-raising  effort  which  assured  the  110-acrc  Technology  Center  now 
becoming  a  reality. 

"He  has  given  many  hours  and  much  effort  despite  his  busy  career 
as  an  important  industrial  executive,  inventor,  writer  and  Chicago  civic 
leader.  I IT  is  one  of  his  major  interests," 

Sykes,  also  has  been  chairman  of  the  Chicago  Housing  Authority  and 
is  a  past  president  of  the  Chicago  Association  of  Commerce  and  Industry. 

He  now  is  chairman -of  the  finance  committer  df  Inland  Steel  and 
resides  at  lUj.8  Lake  Shore  drive,  Chicago,

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A  now  lightweight,  all-ceramic  building  block  which  possesses  many- 
advantages  over  the  common  cement  block  has  been  developed  by  Armour 
Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago, 

Perfected  by  the  Foundation's  Ceramics  and  Minerals  Research 
department  in  a  project  sponsored  by  the  Arabian  American  Oil  company, 
New  York  City,  the  new  building  unit  promises  to  solve  the  problem  of 
low-cost  housing  in  Saudi  Arabia, 

It  also  may  prove  to  be  an  economical  construction  material  for 
use  in  the  United  States,  according  to  John  Neff,  assistant  manager  of  the 
Ceramics  and  Minerals  Research  department. 

The  new  block  which  is  entirely  ceramic  and  contains  no  portland 
cement,  is  composed  largely  (90$)  of  bloated  clay,  bonded  with  fused  clay. 
It  is  a  standard  size,  8"  x  8"  x  16" ,  three-cavity  block. 

Among  the  superior  features  of  the  new  building  unit,  Noff  outlined 
the  following: 

--Light  weight.     The  block  weighs  only  22  pounds,  considerably  less 
than  most  cement-bonded  blocks.     It  may  be  handled  easily  by  one  man. 
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--Highly  insulative«  The  unit  has  a  conductivity  of  0.3  BTU  or  less 
per  square  foot  of  wall  area.  This  feature  allows  the  block  to  keep  out 
the  heat  or  cold,  as  the  climate  may  require,  and  is  of  particular  value 
where  air  conditioning  is  a  factor* 

—Permanent.  The  block  will  not  crumble  or  chip, 

—Load  bearing.  It  has  a  compressive  strength  of  1,000  pounds  per 
square  inch, 

—Porosity,  Because  of  a  12  to  16  per  cent  porosity,  walls  of  this 
material  "breathe"  and  will  not  sweat, 

—Aesthetic  appeal.  The  unit  may  be  produced  in  a  variety  of  colors 
ranging  from  buff  to  dark  maroon.  As  with  any  ceran  ic  material,  the  color 
is  uniform  throughtout.  The  various  colors  available,  plus  the  mottled 
surface  of  the  block,  give  it  an  aesthetic  appeal  for  both  interior  and 
exterior  walls, 

—Cutting,  trimming,  nailing.  Because  of  its  fine -pore  structure, 
the  block  may  be  easily  cut  ortrimmed.  Nails  can  be  driven  securely  into 
them,  thus  eliminating  "nailing  blocks"  which  must  be  used  with  cement  units, 

—Acoustical  properties.  The  unit  has  good  sound  aborbing  qualities. 

The  new  building  block  was  developed  by  ARF  scientists  from  Arabian 
clay.  The  clay  is  converted  into  a  bloated  aggregate  by  heating  on  a  fixed 
grate,  a  traveling  grate,  or  in  a  rotary  kiln.  The  aggregate  is  then  crushed 
and  graded  and  the  various  grain  sizes  rccombincd  to  produce  the  desired 
working  properties  and  finished  product  characteristics. 

Raw  clay,  which  may  be  the  same  as  that  from  which  the  a{_-rrcf;atc  was 
made,  is  then  added  to  the  graded  aggregate.  From  10  to  30  per  cent  of  the 
mixture  is  raw  clay.  Water  is  added,  and  the  batch  is  mixed  in  a  concrete 
mixer. 

-more- 
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The  blocks  are  molded  in  an  ordinary  concrete  block  machine. 
Finally,  the  blocks  are  fired,  or  matured,  in  a  tunnel  kiln  by  conventional 
ceramic  methods. 

Work  in  developing  the  new  building  unit  was  begun  at  the 
Foundation  in  195>2,  The  Arabian  American  Oil  company  sought  an  economical 
unit  which  could  be  produced  in  Arabia  from  native  materials,  thus  avoiding 
the  high  cost  of  importing  structural  clay  products,  portland  cement,  and 
steel. 

While  the  resulting  block  promises  to  do  just  that,  Arabian 
American  and  ARF  officials  believe  that  it  also  offers  potentialities 
as  an  economical  building  unit  for  both  residential  and  commercial 
construction  in  the  United  States,  In  this  country,  domestic  clays  would 
be  used  to  produce  the  block. 
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It  now  is  possible  to  analyze  minute  samples  of  substances 
ranging  from  ohemicals  to  metallic  alloys  with  an  instrument  developed 
at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
Chicago. 

The  instrument,  called  a  nuclear  spectrometer,  enables  scientists 
at  the  Foundation  to  detect  and  measure  materials  in  amounts  far  below 
the  limits  of  other  methods. 

It  was  developed  by  the  Foundation *3  nucloar  physics  section 
to  improve  and  extend  its  research  services  to  industry  and  the  general 
public. 

Dr.  Leonard  Reiffel,  section  supervisor,  explained  that  the 
instrument  makes  it  possible  to  measure  such  things  as  the  amount  of 
arsenic  in  oil  down  to  as  little  as  two  parts  per  billion  and  to 
measure  one  part  in  two  billion  of  vanadium. 

At  present  the  Foundation  is  using  the  system  to  make 
trace-element  analyses  of  milligram  samples  of  human  flesho 

The  instrument  is  based  on  various  radiation  detectors, 
including  the  proportional  counter  and  the  scintillation  counter. 
The  latter  is  a  combination  of  a  radiation-sensitive  crystal  and  a 
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nuclear  spectrometer--2 

viewing  photomultiplier  tube.  By  combining  the  latest  developments  in 
gaseous  counters,  crystals,  photomultiplier  tubes,  and  pulse-height 
discrimination  techniques,  the  Foundation  has  created  a  spectrometer 
with  extreme  sensitivity  and  resolution. 

Materials  to  be  analyzed  are  first  made  radioactive  by  being 
bombarded  with  neutrons  in  an  atomic  pile  or  through  use  of  portable 
radiation  sources. 

The  analysis  technique  itself  is  based  on  the  principle  that 
radiations  coming  from  a  radioactive  sample  are  characteristic  of  the 
type  and  number  of  atoms  present.  Numerous  investigations  have  pinned 
down  the  radioactive  decay  schemes  of  most  isotopes  as  well  as  their 
susceptibilities  to  activation. 

Armed  with  this  knowledge,  Foundation  research  men  can  use  their 
nuclear  spectrometer,  with  its  ability  to  discriminate  between  radiations 
of  different  energies  and  kinds  (alpha,  beta,  gamma,  or  x-rays),  to  detect 
and  analyze  many  elements  in  various  states  of  composition. 
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7/hat  can  eleotronic  "brains"  do  for  business  and  industry? 

To  answer  this  question,  the  department  of  business  and 
economics  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago,  will  offer  a 
course  in  the  operation  of  eleotronic  computing  equipment  during  the 
spring  semester  beginning  Feb.  15» 

Designed  primarily  for  accountants,  supervisors,  and  executives, 
the  course,  "Automatic  Computers  for  Business  Systems  I,"  will  be  taught 
by  I.  S.  Lerner,  electrical  engineer  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

Lerner  is  project  engineer  for  the  Foundation's  Computer  Center, 
a  service  offered  industry  for  solving  problems  where  manual  computational 
techniques  cannot  be  applied  ecoaomically. 

The  course  will  be  presented  by  the  Illinois  Tech  evening 
division  from  6:20  to  9  P»m»  "»7ednesdays.  Persons  in  the  class,  which 
will  be  limited  to  approximately  35,  will  study  the  basic  ideas  and 
terminology  of  electronic  computing  equipment  and  information  processing 
systems. 

Graduate  students  may  register  for  the  course  from  6  to  8  p.m. 
Feb.  5  and  undergraduates  from  6  to  8  p.m.  Feb.  8  and  9  in  the  Main 
building,  3300  S.  Federal  street,  on  the  Illinois  Tech  campus.

electronic  computer  course— 2 

Course  material  will  include  a  study  of  number  systems,  computer 
logic  and  organization,  functional  computer  components,  accounting  and 
clerical  applications,  and  techniques  of  programming.  Trips  will  be 
arranged  to  show  class  members  various  data  processing  installations. 

Dr.  Pearce  Davis,  chairman  of  the  department  of  business  and 
economics,  declared  that  Illinois  Tech  is  among  the  first  educational 
institutions  to  offer  a  course  of  this  nature. 

He  cited  it  as  another  addition  to  the  department's  expanding 
offerings  in  business  management.   "The  whole  field  of  business 
computers  as  an  aspect  of  business  management  is  important,"  Dr.  Davis 
explained.  He  added  that  the  department  is  considering  offering  a 
second  course  in  the  field.

The  folder,  entitled  "Extractive  Metallurgy,"  states  the  goal 
of  the  Foundation  in  this  field  as  being  to  assist  in  the  solution  of 
problems  involved  in  recovery  of  metals  or  their  compounds  from  ores, 
concentrates,  slags,  or  scrap.  It  goes  on  to  list  some  of  the  Foundation's 
seasoned  personnel  and  areas  in  which  they  have  experience.

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The  year  195>1|  will  be  a  big  and  busy  one  for  industrial  research, 
it  was  predicted  today  by  Dr.  Haldon  A,  Leedy,  director  of  Armour  Research 
Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago. 

Industry,  he  said,  will  rely  more  heavily  upon  research  to 
develop  the  new  materials  and  processes  which  will  improve  its  products 
and  cut  production  costs, 

Leedy  cited  five  current  conditions  which  indicate  increased 
research  programs  in  the  coming  year: 

1.  Gelling  is  becoming  more  competitive.  Manufacturers  must 
improve  their  existing  products 3  new  products  must  be  introduced  to  keep 
ahead  of  the  competition. 

2.  Continuing  high  taxes,  higher  wages,  and  other  costs  make  it 
necessary  for  management  to  seek  more  economical  methods  and  new  labor- 
saving  machines  and  to  experiment  with  the  redesign  of  products  to  make 
them  less  expensive, 

3.  It  is  still  necessary  to  find  ways  to  substitute  the 
plentiful  materials  for  the  scarce  onss,

5,  The  threat  of  decreased  profits  is-  prompting  alert  business 
men  to  adapt  their  output  to  broader  markets  and  to  search  for  processes 
that  will  create  values  out  of  present  waste  materials. 

It  is  the  nation's  independent  research  laboratories,  Lecdy  said, 
that  are  best  able  to  solve  these  problems  for  industry.     They  offer  the 
diversity  of  facilities  and  scientific  talent  essential  for  the  most 
productive  research  at  the  least  cost  to  the  sponsor. 

In  reviewing  the  year  193>3 }  Leedy  reported  that  Armour  Research 
Foundation  experienced  the  largest  dollar-volume  of  research,  the  largest 
staff,  and  the  largest  physical  plant  in  its  17-year  history. 

The  Foundation's   volume   of  research  totaled  $10,011,000,  an 
increase  of  nearly  25  per  cent  over  the  previous  year.     Its  physical  plant 
at  Chicago's  Technology  Center  was  expanded  to  260,000  square  feet. 
Major  addition  was  the  occupancy  of  two  adjoining  buildings,   located  at 
the  corner  of  35th  and  State  streets,  which  were  remodeled  into  ARF's  new 
administrative  headquarters. 

Size  of  the  Foundation  staff  during  1953   surpassed  1,150,  about 
150  more  than  last  year,  Leedy  said.     The  number  of  full-time  engineers 
and  scientists  rose  from  650  to  725 •     The  ARF  staff  includes  prominent 
specialists  in  every  field  of  science   and  technology,  and  the  multiplicity 
of  their  experience  is  available  for  every  project  undertaken. 
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Contracts  for  the  construction  of  two  9-story  apartment  buildings 
at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  were  awarded  today  to  seven  Chicago 
firms. 

Work  on  the  two  new  IIT  buildings  will  begin  immediately,  according 
to  Raymond  J.  Spaeth,  vice  president  and  treasurer. 

General  contractor  for  the  buildings  will  be  the  George  Sollitt 
Construction  company.  Others  contracts  awarded  went  to  William  A,  Pope 
company,  heating;  Reliable  Sheet  Metal  Works,  ventilation;  Powers  Regulator 
company,,  temperature  controls;  Inland  Pipe  and  Boiler  Covering  company, 
pipe  and  equipment  coverings;  Hultgren  Electric  company,  electrical  work, 
and  Otis  Elevator  company,  elevators. 

The  apartments,  which  will  house  married  students  and  staff  members, 
are  scheduled  for  completion  in  March,  1955. 

The  Institute  has  received  a  ft2, 280,000  loan  from  the  Federal 
Housing  and  Home  Finance  agency  to  finance  the  construction.  Each 
building  will  cost  $1, 150,000.

Both  buildings  will  be  located  in  the  same  block  with  Carman  hall 
and  Gunsaulus  hall,  the  Institute's  two  completed  apartment  buildings. 
One  of  the  new  structures  will  be  built  at  31st  street  and  Michigan  avenue, 
and  the  other  at  31st  and  Wabash  avenue. 

Designed  by  Ludwig  Mies  van  der  Rohe,  internationally  known 
architect  and  director  of  Illinois  Tech's  department  of  architecture,  both 
new  apartment  buildings  will  be  similar  in  appearance  to  Carman  hall  but 
will  have  different-sized  dwelling  units. 

The  31st  and  Michigan  apartment,  temporarily  called  the  East 
building,  will  have  56  units  of  six,  five,  and  two  rooms.     The  West 
building  will  have   88  units  of  four,   three,  and  two  rooms. 

The  two  apartments  represent  the  17th  and  18th  new  buildings  to  be 
constructed  on  the  fast-growing  Technology  Center  campus  in  little  more  than 
a  decade's  time.    When  they  are   finished     in  early  1955,  the   first  third 
of  IIT's  proposed  residential  area  will  be   completed.     This  third  will 
include  356  family  dwelling  units  as  well  as   dining,  parking,  recreational, 
and  service  facilities. 
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Trustees  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  paid  tribute  Monday 
night  to  one  of  their  members,  Wilfred  Sykes,  chairman  of  the  finance 
committee  of  Inland  Steel  company,  on  the  eve  of  his  retirement  from 
active  affairs. 

Sykes,  a  former  president  of  Inland  Stci-1,  will  leave  shortly 
to  take  up  future  residence  in  California, 

At  a  dinner  in  the  Chicago  club,  Sykes  was  cited  for  13  years  of 
active  participation  in  the  development  of  the  Illinois  Tech  and  presented 
with  a  bronze  plaque  by  James  D,  Cunningham,  chairman  of  the  IIT  board  of 
trustees. 

Sykes  was  credited  with  having  been  one  of  Chicago's  civic  leaders 
whose  conviction  that  there  should  be  a  great  technological  institution  in 
Chicago  brought  about  the  establishment  of  Illinois  Tech  in  19U0  through 
the  merger  of  two  older  institutions,  Armour  Institute  of  Technology 
(founded  in  1692)  and  the  Lewis  Institute  (founded  in  I896).

As  chairman  of  the  industrialist  committee,  Sykes  was  instrumental 
in  raising  funds  for  the  Illinois  Tech  campus  land  acquisition  and  building 
programs.  The  development  of  the  Institute's  110-acre  Technology  Center, 
in  turn,  sparked  the  rehabilitation  of  Chicago's  near  south  side. 

In  connection  with  the  testimonial  dinner,  charts  were  exhibited 
which  indicated  Illinois  Tech's  growth  since  its  founding  and  during  Sykes'. 
membership  on  its  board  of  trustees. 

The  charts  showed  that  IIT's  assets  have  grown  from  -5,097,638  to 
$23,88.5,000$  that  its  volume  of  research  has  spiralled  from  %08,It00  to 
*>10,885,000,  and  that  its  classroom  and  laboratory  space  has  increased 
from  273, 92U  to  1,2^0,000  square  feet. 
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It  will  be  easier  to  locate  oil  deposits  in  the  future  because 
of  research  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,  Chicago, 

New  developments  in  the  field  of  rock  strata  indentification  were 
outlined  Dec,  11  to  a  field  trip  group  of  the  National  Petroleum  association 
touring  the  Foundation. 

Leonard  Reiffel,  supervisor  of  nuclear  physics  at  the  Foundation, 
was  one  of  ten  Foundation  staffers  to  unfold  a  story  of  teamwork  leading 
to  progress  in  the  petroleum  field.  He  spoke  on  gamma-ray  well  logging 
as  part  of  his  department's  work  in  the  field. 

Gamma-ray  well  logging  is  the  process  of  examining  radioactivity 
at  various  depths  in  a  well  in  order  to  identify  the  rock  strata.  The 
commonly  accepted  methods  have  measured  only  the  amount  of  activity,  but 
Reiffel  described  the  Foundation's  method  as  measuring  the  quality  of 
activity  as  well  by  the  use  of  a  scintillation  counter. 

The  combination  of  quantity  plus  quality  aids  the  users  of  such 
equipment  to  determine  the  likelihood  of  oil  deposits.

Other  speeches  delivered  before  the  NPA  group  included  descriptions 
of  the  work  being  done  by  the  Foundation's  chemistry,  heat-power,  metals, 
ceramics  and  minerals,  and  physics  departments. 

Copies  covered  by  addresses  at  the  conference  were  Electronic 
Instrumentation,  Petroleum  Exploration  and  Well  Drilling,  Noise  Reduction 
in  Refinery  Equipment,  High  Pressure  Studies  on  Lubricating  Oil,  Corrosion 
of  Household  Oils  in  Storage  Tanks,  Static  Water  Drop  Tests  for  the 
Evaluation  of  Corrosion  Inhibitors,  Identification  of  Perm  Oils,  Combustion 
Chamber  Deposits,  Pour  Point  Depression  of  Lubricating  Oils,  Rheology  of 
Penn  Oils  at  Low  Temperatures,  and  Lubricating  Oil  Qualification  Tests, 

Dr.  H.  A.  Leedy,  director  of  the  Foundation,  welcomed  the  group 
at  the  morning  technical  session. 

After  luncheon  addresses  by  W.  P.  Green,  manager  of  the  heat  power 
department,  and  E.  H.  Schulz,  assistant  director  for  research  opcartions  at 
the  Foundation,  the  NPA  group  toured  certain  laboratories  where  demonstrations 
illustrated  some  of  the  projects  outlined  earlier  in  the  day. 
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Geometry  is  alive  and  growing,  and  its  influence  may  be  found  in 
many  areas  of  modern  thought. 

Dr,  Karl  Menger,  professor  of  mathematics  at  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,  Chicago,  made  the  statement  Wednesday  afternoon  at  the  third 
in  a  series  of  eight  lectures  being  offered  at  IIT  for  high  school  science 
teachers. 

For  instance,  modern  philosophers  must  take  into  account  what 
geometers  have  said  about  space,  Dr,  Menger  said.  He  pointed  to  Bertrand 
Russell  as  one  of  the  philosophers  whose  works,  especially  his  earlier  ones, 
abound  in  references  to  geometry. 

The  development  of  scientific  theories  is,  to  a  large  extent,  an 
imitation  of  what  geometers  have  been  doing  since  Euclid,  The  geometric 
method  consists  of  deriving  statements  logically  from  assumptions,  according 
to  Dr,  Monger, 

Outlining  the  historical  development  of  geometry,  Dr,  Menger  declared 
that  an  important  turning  point  in  the  views  on  geometry  was  marked  by  the 
discovery  of  the  so-called  non-Euclidean  geometries,  the  results  of  which 
differ  from  those  of  Euclid.

Euclidean  geometry,  he  explained,  has  always  been  applied  to  physics 
and  astronomy;  non-Euclidean  geometries  have  been  used  in  the  theory  of 
relativity  and  in  modern  cosmology, 

DrB  Allan  H,  Roush,  assistant  professor  of  biochemistry  at 
Illinois  Tech,  will  present  the  next  lecture  in  the  series  on  Wednesday, 
Jan,  20, 

He  will  discuss  "The  Current  Approach  to  Cancer  Chemotherapy"  at 
Jj.:30  p.m.  in  Smith-Olson  hall  of  the  Metallurgical  and  Chemical  Engineering 
building,  10  W,  33rd  street,  on  the  IIT  campus, 
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Electronic  computing  facilities  available  to  help  solve  problems 
of  business  and  industry  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago,  are  described  in  a  new  booklet  published 
by  the  Foundation.

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Industrjr  in  under-developed  countries  of  the  free  world  may  grow 
even  faster  than  it  did  in  the  United  States  once  it  takes  root. 

The  reason  for  this  is  industrial  research,  according  to  Er, 
Haldon  A,  Leedy,  vice  president  and  director  of  Armour  Research  Foundation 
of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  who  just  returned  from  a  month's 
study  of  research  progress  in  far-flung  areas  of  the  world. 

In  the  United  States,  leedy  said,  industry  grew  to  giant 
proportions  before  it  turned  to  research  for  improvement.  Just  the 
opposite  is  happening  in  Burma,  India,  Pakistan,  and  other  countries  of 
Asia,  There,  research,  with  the  aid  of  American  know-how,  is  attending 
the  birth  of  industry. 

This  research  overseas,  Leedy  expalined,  is  necessarily  much  more 
rudimentary  than  the  advanced  type  carried  on  in  the  United  States,  It 
deals  with  the  more  basic  problems,  including  the  establishment  of  a 
pattern  for  industrialization. 

Burma,  with  the  assistance  of  Armour  Research  Foundation's 

International  department,  is  currently  engaged  in  building  up  a  strong 

research  program  to  spur  its  industrial  development,  Leedy  spent  two  weeks 

in  Burma  reviewing  the  progress  of  this  work  which  calls  for  the  reorganization 

and  expansion  of  the  State  Industrial  Research  institute  in  Rangoon,

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Ho  conferred  with  Dr.  Christopher  E,  Barthcl,  Jr.,  ARF  staff 
member  who  is  serving  as  resident  director  of  the  institute  during  the 
three-year  project,  Lecdy  said  that  Barthel  is  enthusiastic  over  the 
interest  shown  by  Burmese  leaders  in  developing  the  institute. 

The  major  problem  to  be  overcome,  he  said,  is  training  research 
personnel.  To  do  this,  the  Foundation  plans  to  send  three  to  six  other 
specialists  to  Burma,  Each  will  spend  about  six  months  there  and  will 
help  establish  definite  research  programs  in  such  fields  as  ceramics, 
metallurgy  (ore  processing),  fiber  technology,  and  extraction  analysis 
of  vegetable  oils, 

Lccdy  also  visited  ARF  projects  in  India  and  Pakistan  on  his 
recent  trip.  In  India  he  met  two  Foundation  technologists,  J,  Dewey  long 
and  John  F.  Schnur,  Long  is  industrial  development  advisor  to  the  Damodar 
Valley  corporation,  a  TVA-like  undertaking,  while  Schnur  has  been 
demonstrating  modern  foundry  techniques  to  India's  foundries. 

In  Pakistan  Leedy  conferred  with  George  D,  Thomas  who  has  been 
advising  Pakistani  industries  in  the  improved  utilization  of  production 
tools  and  equipment. 

The  Foundation's  numerous  overseas  programs  are  conducted  by  its 
International  department,  ether  currents  projects  arc  under  way  in  Mexico, 
the  Carribbcan,  and  South  America,

He  is  Dr«  Pier  A,  Abetti  of  Pittsfield,  Mass,,  who  recently  received 
his  doctor  of  philosophy  degree  from  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
Chicago. 

Dr#  Abetti  was  chosen  by  the  Eta  Kappa  Nu  association,  the  national 
electrical  engineering  honor  society,  and  will  receive  the  award  during  the 
annual  winter  meeting  of  the  American  Institute  of  Electrical  Engineers 
Jan.  18  in  New  York  City. 

Dr»  Abetti  is  a  development  engineer  in  the  power  transformer 
works  of  the  General  Electric  company  in  Pittsfield. 

He  was  born  in  Florence,  Italy,  came  to  this  country  in  19^6,  and 
since  has  become  a  United  States  citizen.

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Chicago's  average  dustfall  during  the  month  of  November  was  smaller 
than  that  of  any  previous  November  on  record,  according  to  scientists  at 
Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 

Average  dustfall  was  I4.I1, 81  tons  per  square  mile  of  the  city.  This 
is  only  slightly  higher  than  October's  figure  of  38*09  tons  per  square  mile, 
according  to  William  A,  Dupraw,  research  analytical  chemist  at  the 
Foundation,  It  is  far  lower  than  the  November  19J>2  average  of  77.89  tons, 
Dupraw  added, 

Dupraw  credited  the  mildness  of  November's  weather  for  the  low 
dustfall.  Mild  weather  means  fewer  heating  fires,  he  explained,  and  fewer 
heating  fires  means  less  soot,  fly  ash,  and  coal  dust  in  the  air. 

As  a  public  service,  Armour  Research  Foundation  measures  and  analyzes 
dust  from  2k   sampling  stations  throughout  Chicago  for  the  city's  Department 
of  Air  Pollution'  Control.  It  has -conducted  the  service  since  19it6»  Tonnages 
recorded  at  the  sampling  stations  in  November  were:

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Proper  insulation  can  save  home  owners  about  30  per  cent  a  year  in 
fuel  bills,  according  to  an  engineering  specialist  in  heat  transfer, 

"Insulation  is  one  of  the  most  important  factors  in  keeping  your 
home  or  apartment  warm,"  said  Raymond  R.  Shaw,  assistant  supervisor  of 
heat  transfer  at  Chicago's  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology. 

"What  the  average  home  owner  wants  to  do  is  keep  as  many  BTU's  as 
possible  from  his  furnace  indoors  instead  of  outdoors,"  Shaw  said. 

He  explained  that  BTU  stands  for  British  Thermal  Unit,  the  amount 
of  heat  necessary  to  raise  the  temperature  of  a  pound  of  water  one  degree 
Fahrenheit, 

"Proper  insulation  is  needed  to  get  the  most  out  of  your  heating 
system.  And,  in  many  cases,  you  can  do  most  of  the  insulation  yourself 
over  the  weekend*" 

Tests  have  been  taken  with  a  seven-room,  two-story  home  with  a 
basement,  he  said.  The  inside  temperature  was  maintained  at  70  degrees, 
the  outside  temperature  was  10  degrees  above  zero,  and  the  wind  was  blowing 
at  12  miles  per  hour. 

This  house,  without  insulation,  lost  about  100,000  BTU's  an  hour, 


Shaw  said. 
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But  the  same  house,  when  it  was  insulated,   lost  less  than  70,000 
BTU's  per  hour, 

"In  other  words,"   Shaw  said,  "proper  insulation  can  save  the   owner  of 
this  home  about  30  per  cent  a'year  in  fuel  bills.     The  extra  cost  of  gcod 
insulation  pays     for  itself  that  way  within  just  a  few  years." 

There  arc  five  distinct  areas  through  which  heat  passes  to  the 
outdoors,  Shaw  explained.     These  are   the  walls,  ceiling  and  roof,   floor, 
glass  and  doors,  and  through  infiltration* 

Considered  individually,  here  is  the  picture: 

— 'Walls,     The  uninsulated  walls   in  the  test  home   lost  twice  as  much 
as  the   insulated.     Remedy:     between-the-walls  insulation.     In  most  cases, 
home-owners  and  apartment-dwellers  need  professionals  to  insulate   in  these 
areas, 

—Ceiling  and  roof.     About  three   times  as  many  BTU's  passed  out  of 
the  uninsulated  ceiling  and  roof  as    did  through  the   insulated  units. 
Remedy:     most  lumber  yards  can  provide  homeowners  with  a  type   of  insulation 
that  can  be  installed  easily  at  comparatively  small  expense, 

— Floor,     Heat  loss  fairly  negligible   in  both  cases. 

—Glass   and  door.     Same  amounts   lost  in  both  cases. 

--Infiltration,     This  is  generally  the  heat  loss  incurred  in  leaks 
about  windows  and  doors.     Figures  in  this  test  were   the  same   for  insulated 
and  uninsulated,  but  other  tests  showed  the  value   of  weathcrstripping  and 
storm  windows. 

For  instance,   Shaw  said,  a  weather stripped  window  had  38  per  cent 
less  heat  loss  than  one  without  wcatherstripping.     In  the  test  house,  this 
meant  an  overall  difference   of  6  per  cent  in  wasted  heat, 
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Proper  insulation— page  3 

"Weathcrstripping  about  the  windows  and  doors  of  a  building  can 
mean  an  important  boost  in  heating  efficiency.  And  you  don't  have  to  be  a 
specialist  to  install  it," 

Storm  windows  made  an  even  bigger  difference  than  weathcrstripping, 
Shaw  added. 

"Windows  protected  with  storm  windows  lost  less  than  half  as  much 
heat  as  the  unprotected  ones,  he  said.  "Whether  you  live  in  an  apartment 
or  own  your  own  building,  easily- installed  storm  windows  will  help  you 
keep  warmer,"  he  concluded.

Women  have  the  "opportunity  of  a  lifetime"  to  invade  the  engineering 
profession,  according  to  Mrs.  Lois  McDowell,  assistant  professor  of 
mechanical  engineering  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago. 

She  said  there  is  a  serious  shortage  of  engineers  and  a  growing 
emphasis  on  "brain"  work  and  less  physical  labor. 

Industry,  she  said,  urgently  needs  engineers — women  as  well  as  men* 
The  need  for  engineers  has  been  estimated  at  more  than  30,000  a  year, 
"and  there  is  little  hope  that  this  figure  will  be  met,"  she  added. 

Mrs.  McDowell  also  pointed  out  that  75  percent  of  all  engineers 
are  in  administration,  management,  dssign,  research,  and  development, 
leaving  only  2$   percent  in  manufacturing,  production,  construction  or  the 
operating  side. 

With  emphasis  being  placed  more  on  the  "brain"  work,  she  said, 
"Certainly,  the  well-trained  woman  has  no  handicap  in  this  respecto" 

Mrs.  McDowell,  who  was  the  first  woman  to  receive  a  masters  degree 
in  mechanical  engineering  at  Illinois  Tech,  also  cited  the  establishment  of 
the  Society  of  Womtsn  Engineers  in  1952  as  a  milestone  in  the  progress  of 
women  in  her  field.

The  problems  of  financing  private  higher  education  will  remain  acute 
in  195>U  and  the  years  immediately  following,  it  was  predicted  today  by 
Dr.  John  T,  Rettaliata,  president  of  Illinois  Institute   of  Technology,  in  a 
year-end  statement. 

Lew  enrollments  and  concomitant  reduced  tuition  income,  he  said, 
will  continue  to  plague  the  colleges,  particularly  the  private  ones,  for 
some  time  to  come, 

"While  the  nation's  colleges  and  universities  have  passed  the  low 
point  in  t>ost-war  enrollment,  the  anticipated  increases  will  not  exceed  10 
per  cent  of  present  attendance  within  the  next  five  years,      'Balancing  the 
academic  budget,  and  at  the  same  time  maintaining  adequate   standards,  therefore, 
will  continue  to  be   a  college  president's  major  headache,"   the   Illinois  Tech 
president  pointed  out. 

The  colleges  are  doing  a  good  job,  Dr,  Rettaliata  said.     College-trained 
men  and  women  arc  bringing  about  increased  prosperity  for  everyone,   he  explained, 
because  the  country's  standard  of  living  is  directly  related  to  its  educational 
level,

Dr.  Rettaliata  reported  that  Illinois  Tech  concluded  fiscal  1953 
with  the  largest  operating  budget  in  its  history — %  lit ,  3 19, 000 — and  a  record 
volume  of  research-- £11,500,000.  The  Institute's  assets,  now  totalling 
fe2h,000,000,  have  quadrupled  in  the  last  decade. 

During  the  year  IIT  accelerated  its  program  to  build  a  completely 
new  college  campus.  Its  record  for  the  year:  two  new  buildings  completed 
and  construction  of  three  others  begun.  This  brings  the  Institute's  total 
number  of  new  campus  structures  to  18— all  built  or  started  in  10  years  time. 

Major  emphasis  in  1953  was  placed  on  developing  the  residential  area 
of  the  campus,  Dr.  Rettaliata  said. 

Carman  hall,  Illinois  Tech's  second  multi-story,  student-staff 
apartment  building,  was  completed  and  occupied.  Toward  the  end  of  the  year 
construction  was  begun  on  two  similar  apartment  structures.  When  these  are 
finished  in  early  1955,  the  Institute  will  be  able  to  accommodate  356  student 
and  staff  families, 

A  Student  Commons  is  now  under  construction  at  32nd  street  and 
Wabash  avenue,  in  the  heart  of  the  residential  section.  Scheduled  for 
completion  in  February,  195h,  the  Commons  will  provide  dining,  recreational,, 
and  service  facilities  for  campus  residents. 

The  other  new  building  constructed  at  Technology  Center  during  1953 
was  a  second  laboratory  building  for  the  Association  of  American  Railroads. 
The  AAR  conducts  research  for  all  the  nation's  railroads. 

In  the  near  future,  Dr.  Rettaliata  said,  IIT  plans  to  construct  a 
new  building  to  house  its  department  of  architecture }   the  Institute  of  Design, 
and  the  department  of  urban  and  regional  planning.  Other  buildings  high  on 
the  Institute's  priority  list  are  a  student  union  and  auditorium,  a  liberal 
arts  building,  and  additional  dormitories,
